HE Philippines will be most strikingly affected if the govern­ 
ment carries out President Coolidge’s idea of creating a new 
civil bureau to supervise administration of all insular possessions 
now under the jurisdiction of the war and navy departments. 
Such a bureau would remove the obvious inconsistency of 
maintaining under military control a possession to which this 
country has promised steadfastly a progressive furtherance of self- 
government. 
It would eliminate one of the most cogent of Filipino 
grievances by ending the rather tactless authority of the group of 
army officers who have been serving as assistants, aides and con­ 
fidential advisors to G overnor General Wood. 
And it would 
carry out the original plan for governing the Philippines. 
1 he archipelago is no longer conquered territory needing 
military overlordship, but a rich and peaceful dependency in which 
the problems are those of civil administration and economic de­ 
velopment. 
And a military government was never designed to 
meet such problems. 
There is, of course, nothing new in the proposal to put the 
Philippines under civilian authority. 
In his message to the last 
congress the president recommended it and a bill for that very 
purpose was introduced, though not pressed, in that congressional 
session. 
In advocating civilian administration the chief executive did 
not admit that military control has failed. Civilians might govern 
the islands no better but there would be no guns and uniforms to 
fan the fires of nationalism.

What is the matter? 
The matter is that the Bolshevik 
government 
fails 
to recognize the 
fundamental necessity of all govern­ 
ments. which is to mind its own busi­ 
ness. regulate the internal affairs of 
its own country and let other na­ 
tions alone 
The Soviet Republic is a commu­ 
nist tyranny imposed by a few Bol­ 
shevists upon an immense population 
that can hardly be said to be in favor 
r ' «* "»rAp? as r does not yet see 
any better. 
iGiiununism is more than a politi­ 
cal theory 
It almost has the fano- 
nt 
religion 
Its fundamen­ 
tal idea is that the whole capitalistic 
system is wrong and that it is the re­ 
ligious duty of the people to over­ 
throw it. 
This necessitates the overturning of 
the United States government, that 
of England and of most other coun­ 
tries which by a long period of evolu­ 
tion have established 
a capitalistic 
civilization. 
In the last analysis a capitalistic 
civilization is simply 
one 
where 
a 
man’s property is his own to do with 
as he pleases so long as he does not 
injure his neighbors. The Communis­ 
tic theory is that his property be­ 
longs to the state. 
The theory of the English-speak­ 
ing peoples especially is that govern­ 
ment should have as little to do with 
him as possible 
That theory has 
thrived immensely and is responsible 
for the wide spread of English-speak­ 
ing civilization. 
That the Russian idea will be able 
to overthrow this Anglo-Saxon idea 
is problematical 
It would be much better for Rus­ 
sia to confine herself to developing 
the welfare of her own people and 
demonstrate the success of her so­ 
cialistic ideas within her own bor­ 
ders. 
After Communism had been 
proved a success at home it might 
have some 
chance 
of 
succeeding 
abroad. 
But for an unworkable and bank- 
nipt idea to undertake to overturn 
the world and convert it is absurd.

23.—Storm 
wave that was expected to cross the 
continent during week centering on 
July 21, of only moderate intensity of 
storm force, was to be followed by a 
moderate cool wave centering on 24; 
this cool wave will be general over 
the continent but will not be one of 
«the dangerously low temperature pe­ 
riods of the season. From July 19 to 
end of month, average temperatures 
will be expected U> trend upward; ! 
during and following storm period1 
centering on 21. an area of high bar­ 
ometric pressure will be expected to 
extend its area until July 28, when it 
will be expected to practically cover 
the southern half of continent, cau s-, 
ing a short period of excessively high 
temperature in middle and southern 
parts of great central valleys center­ 
ing on 28; this period of dry heat fol­ 
lowing a period that is expected to 
average cool and wet. will furnish 
ideal conditions for breeding of insect 
pests; this period of dry heat will 
probably be the warmest of the sea­ 
son. 
A storm wave of moderate intensity 
is expected to cross continent during 
week centering on July 29; this storm 
center will be expected to travel the 
northern transcontinental storm path 
and to have little effect in southern 
latitudes. As this storm center crosses 
continent, a general movement to­ 
ward lower temperatures is expected 
to take place. 
The downward trend 
of temperatures will extend thru the 
period of July 29 to August 5, at 
which latter date, temperatures will 
average considerably below normal 
generally. Details of August forecasts 
will appear in next weekly bulletin. 
Misplaced Efficiency. 
It has been very disappointing to 
read that Dr. Charles G. Abbot, able 
scientist of the Smithsonian institute, 
was leaving for the west coast to fur­ 
ther his studies and perfect his inven­ 
tions relative to heat and light re­ 
ceived from distant stars and the 
measurement of these forces. 
Many 
years ago the most able and progres­ 
sive meteorologist of the United States I 
weather bureau was sent to study the 
drouth areas of southwestern deserts; 
shortly after he. Prof. Frank H. Big­ 
elow, located with a South American 
republic and has added many laurels 
to southern hemisphere scientific re- 
search. 
Dr. Abbot is capable of ac- j 
complishing unlimited benefits for fu­ 
ture generations of North America * 
thru his studies of sun’s heat radia­ 
tion. 
Let us hope that he will soon 
return to this more useful subject and 
be given every possible cooperation, 
both official and 8mtthsonian, scien­ 
tific and financial. As received upon 
this earth, the relation of sun’s heat 
to that of distant stars (suns), is very j 
small. Distant stars do not material- j 
ly effect the movement of force with­ 
in our planetary system. 
It is a 
crime against posterity that such an 
able mind, supposedly in an inde-I 
pendent position, should 
waste hi* j 
valuable 
efforts 
in 
such 
a 
chase j 
around the proverbial Robinhood’s 
Barn 
Einstein discovered that a tea- s 
spoonful of a certain distant star 
would weigh several tons within the i 
earth's atmosphere, according to his ! 
calculations; interesting reading, but 
the benefit from this discovery, like 
the proof of same, is extremely ques­ 
tionable.

FT. WASHINGTON. Md . July 23 
—Tuesday and Wednesday Company 
I had its turn out on the range. 
A little explanation at this point 
mill simplify matters.

You see. we 
have a chance to make a 75 score, 
and we must make at lea*.t 56 to 
qualify for the medal which they 
give. 
Thursday Company K went out and 
learned just how easy it is to hit a 
ten-inch bulls-eye 
The scores rang­ 
ed from the twenties to a 73. Friday 
our record was taken, and a lot of us 
must Improve. 
The boys that qualified in the trials 
were excused in the afternoon, but 
the others were taken out for a spe­ 
cial drill. 
Each student on the range has 
with him a coach. The coach watch­ 
es the boy closely, and gives him his 
shells, etc. Every precaution is tak- 


en to be sure that there will be no 
accident. 
We were up at 5 a m. and had 
breakfast at 5:15. The air was clear ! 
and the sun was Just beginning to 
shine on 
the 
targets.
